Sermon by Bishop Wayman 


at the A. M. E. Church. 


OloM of the B. 8. Convention— 


Basolntiona on the Lynching 


of Sam Bush. 


The distinguished divine of the Afri- 


can Methodist Episcopal church, Bishop 
A. W. Wayman, of Baltimore, Md., last 
night delivered the closing address of 
the district 8. 8. association and Ep- 
worth leagne at St. Peter's ohnrob on 
Spring avenue 
There wis a large con- 


gregation present to hear the learned 
bishop, who selected for his text the 
tenth verse of the second chapter of 
Revelations: "Be thon faithful onto 
death." The words of the text meant to 
the bishop that faithfulness ehonld char- 
acterize all Christians in all times, in all 
places and under all circumstances. 
The influence of the Christian religion, 
he said, was growing and spreading in 
all lands. 
To the one who has been 


faithful from children through life tbe 
pleasantest place at the end is the death 
bed. 
God will be there to welcome yon 


and give yon the crown of eternal life. 
The bishop spoke for nearly an hour, and 
was heard with absorbing interest. 
Many of the ministers and Sabbath 
sehool workers who had attended the 
convention remained in the city to Lear

lives of American citizens within their own 
realm, hence tbe existence of tyranny, oppres' 
slon and wrong, as deliberately directed against 
tbe colored population ot this "land of the free 
and home of tbe brave " 


llesoli al. That against tbl s system of das- 


tardly oppression, which robs the weak of their 
lawful rights, and sheds the blood of the Inno- 
cent, regardless of all humane principle, and de- 
fiant 01 all law, we utter unqualified execration. 


Resolved, That we are Immediately identified 


with this persecuted and much-abused race- 
variety, and as such we commit ourselves and 
our cause to the God who judgeth the people, 
and while we wait patiently for deliverance we 
commend our enemies to His mercy, who doeth 
all things well. The pusillanimous champions 
of lynch law and incineration, tbe contemptible 
advocates of mob rule and racial ostracism, and 
political ban, and color prejudice, we leave them 
to our God, who grasps every material and mun- 
dane cause of good and evil, and establishes or 
disannuls ;as seemeth Him Rood. Who with 
hornets and hailstones scourged the Canaan- 
Itlsb oppressor ot the former time, and with 
terrible and destructive miracles maintained 
bis tremendous controversy with cruel and 
Idolatrous Egypt In behalf of a weak and heav- 
ily oppreised people, to him we commit our 
claim upon and our Interest in "AMERICAN

is now in favor ot judges, juries and 
court officers disregarding their oaths, 
rather than indict and convict those who 
engaged in the lynching. They do the 
people of Maoon county great injustice 
in thus arraigning them. The pnblio 
sentiment of this county was not in 
favor of the lynching, and the public 
sentiment is not now in favor of trifling 
with the law for the sake of those who vol- 
untarily and boldly committed the 
lynching. 
There ore thousands, who, 


while they have no excuse or apology to 
offer 
for the 
crime committed by 


Bosh, that, after 
he was arrested 


and in the custody ot the law, a 
few men can be justified in violating the 
law which is tbe inheritance of all the 
people alike. They do not believe that 
a few men have the right, because they 
think they have an excuse for it, to 
trample under foot the 'shield that pro- 
tects all the people. When a lew assume 
the right to demolish the heritage of all 
in the language to imputed Mark An- 
tiny: 


"Then 1 aid yon and all of » fell down " 
Those who say the sentiment of the 


people endorses this assanlt upon the 
liberties of the people and DOW demand 
that jorise and conrts shall become ac- 
cessories to the crime after the faot are 
no less than slanderers of the law-abid- 
ing people ot Deoatnr and Macon county 
and the excuses they put in tbe months 
of onr psople are libels upon them.

have a place. This fact ie well known to 
some men in Decatnr who were present 
at the lynching and who are reported to 
have aided and abetted the act, and are 
now slandering the fair name of this com- 
munity by giving ont the word that pnb- 
lio sentiment hereto in favor of lynch 
law and all the other violations of law 
necessary to shield those engaged in the 
lynching from punishment. 


How many leading citizens tram Mt. 


Zion.where the crime was committed and 
where the greatest excitement existed on 
that account, were in the company that 
rode in to do the lynching we are unable 
to say, but we are credibly informed that 
many ot the leading citizens of that 
township not only advised against snob 
violence bnt persuaded men from joining 
in it, and are to this day as sorry as good 
people elsewhere are that the connty has 
been disgraced by snob a flagrant and 
inexcusable defiance ot law. 


It wss a bad piece ot business tor 


which our people will have to pay the 
penalty in tbe effect of each conclusions 
as are reached by the newspapers before 
referred to, and in many other ways, It 
is safe to say that were it to do over 
again even those who were the prime 
movers in the lynching wonld accept ad- 
vice against it, and wonld let the law 
take its coarse. In face of these facts, 
which no fair-minded man will care to 
deny, to assume that pnblio sentiment in 
this connty is willing that the county 
shall farthsr be disgraced by openly 
trifling with the law, is unjust, became 
it is nntrue.

"I don't think bankers will aver be a 


power and shape the financial policy ot 
the country as we should, so long a* we 
think more ot our political party than we 
do ot the financial and materiel inter- 
ests of the country," raid 3. MUlikm, ot 
Dooatnr, 111. "Our party will put up a 
candidate because of some euppoaed 
availability. We know that ha will vote 
to impose legislation which is danger- 
ous. We know he will vote tor un- 
friendly laws which will hamper railroads 
and disturb Tataes, yet we go to the 
polls and cast oar ballots for such candi- 
dates because they an on the ticket ot 
our party. If the bankers of the coun- 
try had acted together when the Sher- 
man and the Bland bills oame up, the 
8600,000,000 ot gold in the country would 
be in the banks to-day instead ot being 
hoarded in the safety deposit vaults of 
the country. From what I have learned 
ot the condition ot the Chicago aatetj 
deposit concerns I believe that 75 per 
cent, of the money which has been drawn 
out ot the banks and out ot circulation 
recently is in the form ot gold, which is 
being hoarded by individuals in the ex- 
pectation that silver may send gold to a 
premium. The result is the stringency 
which the country is feeling. Ana we 
can't blame people tor patting the gold 
away. I think we could control financial 
legislation. If we had the nerve we 
could at least compel our parties to put 
up straight, square men. We an too 
timid. We ought to say to on parties, 
when they are about to select improper 
candidates, 'If you nominate that man 
we will not vote for him.'"

The city council had 
passed an ordinance forbidding pool- 
selling except at a regular course during 
a race meeting, and the defence main- 
tained that the provisions ot the ordi- 
nance oonld not be enforced because 
they were partial. The court holds that 
the ordinance is valid, and that pool- 
selling can be stopped at any time or 
plane in the state nnder the laws as they 
now stand. This substantiates the claim 
made during the past winter that the 
laws of the state are amply sufficient to 
stop pool-selling and that no additional 
legislation is necessary in the prenysee.

take command of the fleet and as- 
sign places for the boats. The yacht

ticipate and will appoint a committee 
to confer with Commander Perry ab to 
details. It is probable that when the 
caravels reach Evanston the tugs which 
have towed them from Quebec will be 
released, and the Santa Maria will be 
taken in tow by the Michigan, the 
Pintabythe Blake, and the Mna by 
the revenue cutter Johnson. The cara- 
vels will be entitled to a salute of nine

Tremendous Excitement in London on 


Receipt of the News—Messages of 


Condolence from the Queen 


and Emperor William. 


LORDOS, June 24.—A most terrible 


calamity has befallen the British bat- 
tle ship Victoria, flagship of the Medi- 
terranean squadron, and hundreds of 
lives have been lost. 


The Victoria, which flew the flag of 


Vlce-Admirol Sir George Tryon, K. C. 
B., was run into off Tripoli by the Brit- 
ish battle ship Camperdown, also be- 
longing to the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, and under command of Capt. 
Charles Johnstone. An enormous hole 
was made in the side of the Victoria, 
through which the water poured in 
torrents. The immense hull of the 
Victoria at once began to settle and be- 
fore those on board of her could cast 
loose their small boats she went to the 
bottom carrying nearly all down with 
her who were on board.

The Camperdown is a first-class twin- 


screw battle ship. She is of 10,000 
tons and 11,500 horse power and car- 
rieb ten guns. Admiral Sir George 
Tryon was commander-in-chief of the 
Mediterranean station 
He was made 


a vice-admiral August 20, 1SD1.

TbeoilsB on the Disaster. 


LONDON, June 34.—An interview was 


had yesterday with Lord George Ham- 
ilton to ascertain his views as to the 
disaster lie said without a doubt the 
Camperdowne ram had cut away the 
plating of the Victoria outside of sev- 
eral of her transverse bulkheads. 
Had this not been the case, the bulk- 
heads could have been closed and the 
water kept in one, or at most two, 
compartments, and the vessel would 
still have floated. But with the plat- 
ing torn oft or cut away outside of sev- 
eral of the bulkheads the inflow of 
water would have been enormous, and 
there would have teen no time, 
even if it would have availed anything, 
to close the bulkheads. Lord George 
Hamilton further said he thought, 
with the plating torn off, the water 
miT=t have entered the ship In a solid 
m.i- . ml thus entering- on one side, 
caused tho ^ o^el to capsize almost im- 
mediately 
'Ihf Mow from the Cam- 


perdowne, he thought must luive been 
delivered slantinglj to halt ""no the 
damage he thought had lieou done 
The damage would be all the greater 
to a ship with her bulkheads pierced 
She would thus be «orse off than a 
ship with no bulkheads. The cause of 
the collision, he said, wasas yet a mat- 
ter of conjecture, and he declined to ex- 
press an opinion on this point. 


An interview wa& also hod with Rt. 


Hon Arthur Bower Forwood, a well- 
known ship osvnor of Liverpool, xvho 
was secretary to the ailmirality 
Mr. 


Torwood said it was a wonder that 
such an accident had not occurred be- 
fore 
The Victoria had a long latitu- 


dinal bulkhead running through her, 
besides a number running across-ship 
She was thus divided into compart- 
ments on each side of tlir- longitudinal 
bulkhead without communication be- 
tween them 
In his opinion what had 


oocurred was this The Camperdowne 
had struck the Victoria a rasping blow, 
glancing along the side and opening 
out the plates above several of the 
compartments. The water was then 
admitted into a number of compart- 
ments on one side of the ship, causing 
her to capsize by its great weight The 
longitudinal bulkhead was a good 
thing, in its xsay, Mr. Forwood said, 
but it did not serve to avert the disas- 
ter. The immediate cause of the colli- 
sion he added, cannot now be exactly 
stated.

A dispatch received at 8 o'clock yes- 


terday morning from Beyroot, says the 
collision occurred at 5 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning, about seven miles from 
Tripoli. The vessels were almost at 
right angles when the Victoria was 
struck. Those on the Victoria's deck 
at the moment of the collision scram- 
bled away, and were rescued by boats 
from the Camperdowne and several 
other vessels. The men below had no 
time to reach the deck. The sudden 
keeling of the Victoria caused her to 
begin to fill immediately and no es- 
cape was possible. She went down 
in eighty fathoms of water. It is 
difficult to obtain the names of the 
rescued, as they ar« aboard several 
vessels, and so far all efforts hove been 
devoted to recovering bodies. Shortly 
after the collision four bodies were 
taken from the water, one of them th« 
body of the chief paymaster. They 
were burled with military honors at 
Tripoli. The Camperdowne was se- 
verely damaged forward in the colli- 
sion. Temporary repairs will be made, 
and she will start for home It is said 
here that several times the Victoria 
had shown signs of weakness In her 
steering gear. One theory Is that on 
account of this weakness she became 
unmanageable and could not get oufc 
of the Campe rdowne's way.
